CHICAGO, Aug. 7 — The finding of 
tho jury, that Russell Scott, convicted 
murderer, was insane, thus placing 
him beyond’ the reach ofthe noose, 
waz severely criticisdé by stato at- 
torneys last night- “It is a” shame 
ful and disgraceful verdict,” said As- 
sistant States Attorney Harry F. Pritz- 
ke. “Scott is no more Insane than 
any man in this room, the verdict is a 
victory for the criminal element. They 
can take life and get away with it. 
The jurors in this case did not know 
the first principle of the jaw involved. 
They are too ignorant.” 

Jacob Mauer, father of the youth 
who was shot down in the drug store 
ho'd up, was disappointed in the ver- 
dict. “It's the law,” he said, “but 

4 didn’t expect justice. My boy is 
gone. 1! find no consolation in the 
verdict.” 

Scott will be taken to Chester Asy- 
slum today. 


The jury reached its verdict after de- 
liberating three hours and forty minutes. 
lis first ballot was reported to have been 
7 to & for insanity and thereafter the vote 
gredually swung to the insanity verdict. 
Scott immediatety was committed to the 
Chester Asylum for the insane. 

The jury took seven ballois. 

Seott sat tenscly in his chair while the 
jury filed into the box. He turned 
eagerly to the foreman when he announced 
tu the court that a verdict was ready, and 
the Bailiff passed the verdict to the clerk, 
Scott’s cyes followed the alip of paper 
that might mean lile or death. 

" When the verdict was read Scott's 
meuth twitched nervously and he shifted 
his position in the chair. He sat motioa- 
less at the side of his attorneys while tho 
court entered the judgment on the verdict, 
and then was hurried out of the room as 
the Bailiff adjourned the session. 
Reception of Verdict by Wife 

Mrs. Catherine Scott, the young wile of 
the prisoner, leaned forward in an attitude 
of prayer after the verdict was read. Scott's 
mother, at his side, went and embraced 
Scott’s wife, while Thomas Scoft, his aged 
and etippled father, received the verdict 
without show of emotion. 

Scott, while going to the asylum as in- 
sane, still faces death on the gallows should 
le ever be sound to have regained his san- 
ity. 

Scott, convicted of the murder of ten ot 
cph Maurer, drug clerk, was saved from 
desth three weeks ago, six hours before 
he was to have been hanged, by a week's 
reprieve from Gov. Small.

Subsequently, at the internstional labor 
at Washington under the 
auspices of the League of Nations, a draft 
convention was adopted providing for-an 
eight-hour day in industry. In that ¢on- 
vention representatives of the Canadian 
Government of the day concurred. 

Now, under the League of Nations Cov- 
enant, members ofthe League are merely 
Tequired to submit the conventions to com- 
petent legislative authority for such action 
as may be deemed necemary to give them 
effect. And which is the competent auth- 
ority in the Dominion of Canada? Is it 
the Dominion Parliament or the legislat 
urea of the different “provinces?

In San Francisco King James 1 
outfitted a schooner and sent engin- 
eers, mechanics, landscape garden- 
ers and 400 coolles to his island 
kingdom to construct wharves docks 
houses and a royal palace; but some- 
body carelessly dropped a_ lighted 
match and the baron’s dream went 
up in smoke. Great Britaln sudden- 
ly remembered a priar claim to that 
barren rock. So did Brazil. Soon 
there was a peck of trowble and 
James I was right In the middle of 
ft. He appenled to the United Stat- 
es to wave the Munroe Doctrine at 
the usurpers, but Richard Olney. 
then secretary of state, decided It 
was some kind of a “crank” letter 
and turned it over to the newspaper 
correspondents, who pounced upon
